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HOME AGAIN. 


OR nearly a month THE BLOOD-HORSE’s editor 

and his good wife put aside office and house- 
hold cares to seek rest and health improvement 
(both of which, fortunately, were found) at Hot 
Springs, Ark. There we were among a larger 
number of guests than for any November- 
December period since 1927, and at the Arlington 
Hotel, a magnificent structure, well furnished 
and splendidly managed, where we lived and 
bathed, and met delightful company, the spirit 
was indicative of better times, though there was 
admitted indefiniteness as to the why and the 
wherefore of such feeling. 

Perhaps a reader has wondered why we did not 
say bathed and lived? Frankly, we had thought 
to put it so, but we so much appreciate Hot 
Springs baths, and the people of Hot Springs 
who are engaged in catering to and caring for 
health-seekers, that we feared some less appre- 
ciative person would have misconstrued the ex- 
pression as meaning that we had survived an 
ordeal. Literally, we lived and bathed and bathed 
and lived, and, if the doctor’s prognostication is 
correct, we (each) have gained thereby an 
elongated expectancy—which is something one 
hears much about from medicos and insurance 
men. 

The optimism in the air at Hot Springs is so 
prevalent that hotel men, merchants and others 
of the citizens are again talking of a revival of 
racing at Oaklawn Park. Now, to our mind, that 
is—in the light of what we understand to be the 
“system,” under which there is open betting in 
poolrooms and more or less open gambling in 
casinos at the resort—the very personification of 
optimism. However, in these times—most pecu- 
liar times, indeed—many strange things occur. 

The “regular season” at Hot Springs begins 
in January and wanes in March. The business 
people would like to have the horses there to begin 
racing about St. Patrick’s Day and stay about 
three weeks. The business people enjoyed much 
profit those seasons Essex Park and then Oak- 
lawn Park were “open,’’ and, so, it is out of the 
book of experience their yearning comes. 

Well, here’s hoping those good optimists at Hot 
Springs get their racing. Even though, as Henry 


King, in The New York Sun, has expressed it, 
“America is on a racing spree,” and a “quest for 
revenue is the reason for this national racing 
jag,” the opening of a few more states, such as 
Arkansas, Missouri, Colorado, Delaware and New 
Jersey, to the wholesome sport would be welcome 
to sportsmen, particularly breeders and owners, 
everywhere. It would mean more occupation 
for more horses when and as we have more 
horses, and, too, it would mean prolongation of 
the time before the evil day when crusaders 
against gambling again arise to close the tracks. 


HORSES AND MULES. 


HE Agricultural Adjustment Administration, 

otherwise the AAA of the federal govern- 
ment, has a tobacco division, and that tobacco di- 
vision is seeking to control production by having 
growers sign contracts to decrease acreage for 
tobacco culture in 1934 and 1935. The theory is 
that the laws of supply and demand can be as- 
sisted by this process, commonly called a “cut- 
out,” and that, with lessened production, the 
grower will receive better prices, and have good 
profit for his labor and the use of his land at 
the end of the season. 

Since much tobacco is grown in the grazing 
section of Kentucky, the proposed “cut-out” may 
be expected—if it becomes effective, which, as 
this is written, seems likely—to release many 
hundreds of acres of grass land for other pur- 
poses, or to remain idle. 

It may work out that much of this released 
land will become pasturage for Thoroughbred 
horses. This does not necessarily mean that the 
number of Thoroughbred horses to be produced 
in Kentucky will be increased, though that may 
become desirable, in the light of the increased oc- 
cupation for race horses. It means, rather, that 
owners of breeding establishments will have op- 
portunity for extension of pasturage for their 
horses at reasonable rates—at rates that will 
justify resting their own lands, and thereby im- 
proving the grazing of the future. 

It will mean, too, if matters work out as we 
think, that the horses of the future will be the 
better for the change from old to new pastures. 
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It means that they, in all probability, will be 
more free of parasites and will be more robust 
and healthier generally. 

We think, also, much of the land to be freed 
from tobacco culture could very profitably be em- 
ployed in production of horses and mules for 
general purposes. Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary 
of the Horse Association of America, has lately 
issued a leaflet, in the course of which he says: 

There is only one practical shift that takes land out 
of the production of surplus. That is by doing vir- 
tually all farm work with horses and mules, thereby 


using more land to maintain added work horses and 
mules, and to raise the increased number needed for 


replacements. This does not require federal aid or 
increase taxes. 
Isn’t that true? Indeed, it is. Then, when it 


is known that there is a scarcity of horses and 
mules, and when the best minds in the marketing 
of such animals indicate that the demand will 
in future years be stronger than now, why should 
not more land be devoted to the production of 
these animals? 


NOTES ON NICKS 


By MATCHEM 
NO. 4. *COHORT. 


*/NOHORT belongs to the class of stallions 

which went into the stud with racing rec- 
ords too brief and with too little ballyhoo to at- 
tract the best sort of mares. In my book he also 
belongs to the class of horses which appear likely 
to gain some prestige as sires in the face of ad- 
verse conditions. 


*Cohort was bred in England by Sir Alec 
Black, who is, incidentally, the leading English 
breeder this season. He was offered at the Don- 
caster yearling sales of 1926, and was knocked 
down to A. Sadler, Jr., for a bid of 300 guineas 
(about $1,500 at par). He did not race at two, 
and at three made only four starts before he 
bowed tendons in both legs. He made his debut 
in the Easter Plate at Kempton Park, April 9, 
1928. He carried 122 pounds, ran the seven- 
furlong course in 1:29 3-5, and won over 16 other 
starters. He was unplaced to the 5-year-old 
Fohanaun in the Trial Stakes at Ascot, and two 
days later was unplaced in the Cork and Orrery 
All-Aged Stakes, in which he carried 127 pounds. 
The winner was the 3-year-old Zaretta, under 112 
pounds. *Cohort’s last start was in the Scar- 
borough Stakes, one mile, for 3-year-olds, at Don- 
caster September 138. He ran the mile in 1:36 3-5, 
under 131 pounds, and won by two lengths from 
Somer Moone, under 114 pounds. Two others 
started. 


The son of Grand Parade was then shipped to 
America and turned over to Max Hirsch. His 
tendons stood the strain of training long enough 
for him to show that he possessed high speed, 
but Mr. Hirsch never succeeded in getting him to 
the post. Late in the summer of 1929 he was 
sent to Horace N. Davis’ Blue Grass Heights 
Farm, Lexington, where he entered the stud in 
1930, standing as the property of Mrs. Herbert 
Pulitzer. This year Mrs. Pylitzer’s breeding 
stock was sold at public auction, and Mr. Davis, 
who had been much impressed with the foals 
the stallion had bred, obtained *Cohort at a mod- 
est price. He is now standing the horse at the 
unusual terms of $120 for a colt and $60 for a

filly foal. That it is an attractive proposition for 
breeders is evidenced by the fact that his book is 
almost full. 

Grand Parade, sire of *Cohort, won five of his 
six races at two and was third in the other. At 
three he won the Derby and the St. James Palace 
Stakes, his only starts that season. A Hanover 
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cross on the top side and other circumstances 
militated against his getting the best opportuni- 
ties in England, but he was quite a successful sire 
nevertheless. 


On the dam’s side, *Cohort’s credentials were 
excellent. Tetrabbazia won, was a sister to the 
stakes winner Royal Alarm, and produced, be- 
sides *Cohort, the winner Sledmere and the St. 
Leger and Doncaster Cup winner Singapore, an 
outstanding racer, by Gainsborough. The second 
dam, Abbazia, was sister to the stakes winner 
Wombwell and was out of the Oaks winner Mrs. 
Butterwick, by St. Simon. Mrs. Butterwick was 
also dam of the good horses Phaleron and 
Greatorex. The fourth dam of *Cohort, Miss 
Middlewick, is also the fourth dam of *Sun Briar 
and *Sunreigh. The family is represented by 
many high-class horses. 

The namés in *Cohort’s pedigree are quite 
familiar. American breeders know that Orby 
and Grand Parade represent speed more than 
stamina, despite the fact that each of them won 
the Derby. They know that The Tetrarch also 
excels in the production of speed. But before 
making up their minds about *Cohort, they must 
consider the fact that all three of these horses 
bred stamina when their mates gave them the 
proper encouragement. *Cohort should be able 
to sire both sprinters and stayers. 


If we go back to the second strata of promi- 
nent ancestors in the pedigree, it is immediately 
seen that St. Simon and Galopin dominate the 
background. In the fourth generation are two 
crosses of St. Simon and another of Angelica, his 
sister. Besides these there is a free line to Galo- 
pin through Grand Parade’s third dam. There 
are two Bend Or crosses in the fifth generation, 
with free lines, more remote, to Doncaster and 
Rouge Rose, Bend Or’s parents. Strains of Her- 
mit come through Grand Parade’s dam, which 
was inbred to that horse and also traced in tail- 
female to his sister, Chanoinesse. Isonomy oc- 
curs once, Hampton not at all. Hanover comes 
through Orby. 


The most important bloodlines which ought to 
be supplied by *Cohort’s mates are those of 
Hampton, Ben Brush, Domino, Hastings, Musket. 
The strains already present, but which could be 
returned with good expectations are those of 
Isonomy (Isinglass), Bend Or and Hermit. I 
doubt whether returning the Hanover will be an 
actual influence for good, but the inbreeding in 
the prospective foal by *Cohort out of a mare de- 
scended from Hanover could hardly be close 
enough to play a dominant part. 

On the actual results of the racing of *Cohort’s 
first crop of foals, now 2-year-olds, an exception- 
ally good “nick” with the Ben Brush blood is in- 
dicated. The crop consisted of 17 registered foals, 
largely from young mares. It could hardly be 
said that the average class of these matrons was 
very high, and I feel that *Cohort’s record of five 
2-year-old winners is good. His five winners are 
General Pulaski (four races), Coflier (one), 
Patchpocket (two), Cohort Miss (four) and Le- 
gionary (seven). “American” bloodlines appear 
in the dams of each of these winners, and Ben 
Brush is close up in the pedigrees of four out of 
the five. Only General Pulaski (whose dam, 
Sekao, is by On Watch) is without Ben Brush. 
It is also true that Domino blood shows in four 
of the five (all but Patchpocket). Hastings 
helped with two, General Pulaski and Patch- 
pocket. Hanover figures as the sire of Patch- 
pocket’s third dam. 


Since successes mean nothing except when con- 
sidered in comparison with failures, I ran over 
the pedigrees of the other 12 mares whose foals 
by *Cohort failed, for one reason or another, to 
win a race. I found that only two of them in- 
cluded Ben Brush in their pedigrees, and four had 
Domino. Thus, four of the six Ben ‘Brush out- 
crossings produced winners, and the percentage 
with regard to the Domino strain was four out 
of eight, whereas *Cohort’s total number of win- 
ners was only five out of 17. 

I would not want to say that the results from 
these 17 foals prove anything. I certainly would 
not want to guarantee a breeder that if he sends 
a mare with Ben Brush in her pedigree to 
*Cohort he has two chances in three of getting a 
winner. But, so far, that is how the figures read. 

To bring the matter a little closer to hand, I 
would suggest that the mares sent to *Cohort 
have pedigrees including some of the following 
names:

DOPING IN ARKANSAS. 


Tom Kearney, well known layer, recently wrote 
for the St. Louis Globe-Democrat a column 
which included the following: 


All this hullabaloo about drugging race horses re- 
minds me of a race they actually ran at a county fair 
meeting down in Arkansas. 

Six horses were entered. One of the ponies had been 
“hopped,” according to information relayed the racing 
judge. 


“That’s unfair to the backers of the other five 
horses,” said the racing judge, “Why not pep ‘em all 
up?” 


The man with the prescription entered heartily into 
the scheme; the other five nags were stimulated and 
the most comical stunt in the history of horse racing 
followed. 

One of the doped equines reared up before the start, 
unseated the rider, jumped over the fence and dis- 
appeared. 

Another attacked one of the assistant starters and 
made him jump the fence. After a rollicking time at 
the post, the starter finally got ’em on their way. Five 
started. 

The ponies were closely bunched and put on a snappy 
race for six furlongs. But the finish meant exactly 
nothing to the over-stimulated runners. On they went, 
round and round the whirligig race course. Their 
riders couldn't stop the speed-crazed ponies. After run- 
ning themselves into a state of complete exhaustion 
the horses were brought to a_ standstill. And the 
racing judge of that neck of the woods issued an order 
prohibiting the use of stimulants. 
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ODDS AND ENDS

QUIPOISE will return to racing in 1934, not 

seeing study duty prior to 1935, the writer 
now believes. C. V. Whitney doesn’t especially 
need him at stud; racing needs him very much. 
Trainer T. J. Healey has made progress toward 
correcting the infirmity which caused Equipoise 
to race below form the latter portions of 1932 
and 1933. The Suburban and Arlington Handi- 
caps, Hawthorne, Saratoga and Jockey Club Cups 
will doubtless be his main objectives in the event 
he stands. He must earn some $55,000, within a 
few hundred of his 1933 total, to catch Sun Beau 
on the list of money winners, probably with even 
less munificent chances than this year. 


T will be no sinecure mating Equipoise at the 

C. V. Whitney Farm. His owner will probably 
buy several mares furnishing outcrosses for him. 
He can have two or three *Chicle mares without 
Broomstick or Domino blood at the farm, and 
several others providing inbreeding to Broom- 
stick or Peter Pan in the third remove. The 
blood of Hampton doubtless will be returned 
wherever possible. Equipoise has two infusions 
of Hampton. 


HE receiving barn at Tanforan doesn’t permit 

of stimulating horses, so 159 horsemen there 
made a gesture of striking the last week of the 
meeting. Old Rosebud would like to have a list 
of those horsemen, believing it to represent those 
who were either unable to win when thus ham- 
pered, have the spine of a jelly-fish, or both. At 
any rate, doubts as to the success and practica- 
bility of the receiving barn now are eliminated. 
It should be copied everywhere. In England, 
horses are brought to the paddock well over half 
an hour before post time. 


FTER all these years, The Jockey Club has 
come to the newspapers, toward representa- 
tives of which it heretofore was so reserved, not 
to say snooty, for aid in the passage of the 
Wallace-Crawford measure in New York’s next 
legislative session. William Woodward, the Club’s 
chairman, last week announced that the organi- 
zation intended sponsoring the bill legalizing 
open betting, and at the same time he asked the 
support of the press. More aggressiveness on the 
part of The Jockey Club should help. Mean- 
while, business men of Long Island are organiz- 
ing in behalf of the bill. Nobody, however, has 
said anything about financial support. But the 
writer believes it will succeed, as he understands 
James A. Farley will favor the measure, which is 
to say Dunnigan’s attitude will be vastly 
different.

LD ROSEBUD doesn’t approve the commer- 
cialized aspects of the sport at Dwyer, Cat- 
tarinich or Winn tracks any more than the back- 
wardness of that in New York, believing that at 
Arlington, Hialeah and Hawthorne racing is con- 
ducted in more exemplary styl, but the Houston 
group, which rarely has backed a loser, appears 
to be operating the lone session now in progress 
that will show a profit. Inclement weather has 
handicapped Charles Town. With the best purses, 
Houston got the best horses. And no notices 
have come of newspaper coupons and railroad 
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tickets serving as admission. Also, the riding of 
Apprentices Westrope and Earl Porter helped, 
something the management knows how to ap- 
preciate. Information, however, points to plenty 
of competition for Arlington Downs and Houston 
in the near future.

ANDICAPPERS Bryan, Vosburgh and Mc- 
Lennan last week obliged with ratings on 
the various age divisions. Messrs. Bryan and 
McLennan make Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Singing 
Wood best of a bad lot of 2-year-olds, Mr. Vos- 
burgh takes Greentree’s First Minstrel. Both 
are sons of *Royal Minstrel. Mr. Vosburgh re- 
neged on the 3-year-olds, Judge Bryan opining 
War Glory is entitled to the bay leaves on cold 
dope. All agree Equipoise stood out. Bryan 
and Vosburgh toss out his two losses, averring 
he’s a stayer, and the former is a member of the 
group rating the Whitneyite over Man o’ War. 
Vosburgh gave him 135 at a mile and a half. 
Bryan ranks Roustabout and Chicstraw high 
among the juveniles, believing High Glee best 
of the many good 2-year-old fillies, a crop in- 
cluding Bazaar, Jabot and Mata Hari, the last 
named the Western champ. 
HE Whitney family holds the strongest hand 
for coming 3-year-olds, according to the 
handicappers, with Singing Wood representing 
Mrs. John Hay; First Minstrel, Mrs. Payne; 
Roustabout and High Glee, C. V. This won't 
hurt racing. Singing Wood, the colt with the 
most votes, could win only a single stake, though 
it was the richest in the world, and had the 
maiden, Sir Thomas, right at his throatlatch, so 
the handicappers well said, “There is no out- 
standing champion.”

TEN BROECK AND MOLLIE McCARTY 


The Ten Broeck-Mollie McCarty race, run at 
Louisville July 4, 1878, gave rise to an intermin- 
able series of verses, most of which have never 
been set down but have been preserved by oral 
tradition among negroes. The above collection of 
verses was set down by Commander Talmadge 
Wilson, now assigned to the duty of inspecting 
C. C. C. camps in Eastern Kentucky, with head- 
quarters at Lexington, after listening to “Bud” 
Smith, a darky who lives at Hazard. Bud, who 
is “sixty-fo’ and gwine on five,” peeped through 
the fence at the race. According to Bud, “Evah 
niggah f’'m Nashville to de Ohio and f?m Ken- 
tucky to Califohny useter know dis song. I don’t 
mean dese young gasoline niggahs. I mean old- 
time buggy and wagon niggahs.” Bud’s version 
needs some editing. Mollie McCarty, for instance, 
was a bay, not a “sorrel.” “Billy” Walker, who 
rode Ten Broeck, was not known as “Jedge.” 
Commander Wilson would be pleased to have 
other stanzas from the old song, which perhaps 
some of the readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE will be 
able to furnish him. 


Down in Kentucky 

Where Ten Broeck was born, 
Dey swore by his runnin’, 

He come in a storm. 


But Ten Broeck was bought 
For ten bushels of corn; 
He drank in de ditches 
And grazed on de lawn. 


Oh, Ten Broeck’s a bay horse, 
Long and fast, 

Wid a ring round his forehead 
Just like a giraffe. 


One day when grazing 
He strayed on de track; 
Dey chased him three days

WEST VIRGINIA 


CHARLES TOWN. 
Lion the Charles Town track was projected 
the present management claimed to have 
had assurance from the statistics of previous 
years that December weather in the extreme 
eastern end of the state would not be bad enough 
to discourage racing crowds from attending a 
meeting. A weather expert is understood to have 
declared that it had not snowed in that part of 
the Shenandoah Valley in 20 years and that De- 
cember was always a mild month. If that was 
the record, it has been spoiled now, for there has 
been snow and very little mildness. 

The first half of last week the weather was 
extremely cold and disagreeable, and though the 
cold spell ended before the Thursday program 
was run off the pari-mutuel play did not get back 
to its expected proportions until Saturday. That 
day the second largest crowd of the meeting was 
out, and the mutuel turnover was also the second 
largest. Nevertheless the low average “handle” 
of last week was enough to put on the books a 
deficit which does not appear likely to be rubbed 
out before Christmas, the closing day. The mu- 
tuel play by days has been as follows: 


33,322 27,665 
43,895 12. Dec. 32,311 
56,976 


The total play for the meeting at the end of 
last Saturday’s racing was $487,100, daily aver- 
age $37,469. The state’s revenue from the meet- 
ing amounts to about $15,000. 

Washington and Baltimore papers last week 
reported rumors that the Charles Town meeting 
would be extended beyond its scheduled closing 
date, December 25. General Manager Joseph 
Boyle was not long in issuing a denial. 


OHIO 


NEW RULES BOOK. 

EORGE GATES, secretary of the Ohio State 

Racing Commission, announced at Columbus 
on Saturday last that a book of rules governing 
racing in Ohio will be published and distributed 
shortly after January 1. The rules govern not 
only running but trotting races. Secretary Gates 
said that Ohio had received a revenue of $104,000 
during 1932 as its tax on racing and that the ex- 
pectation is that this sum will be doubled during 
1934.

KENTUCKY 


OPTION ON RACELAND. 


O. KEENE last week secured from C. B. 

e Shaffer an option on the Raceland race track 
in Greenup County, Kentucky, with the expecta- 
tion that the sport may be revived at that point, 
which is near Ashland, Ky., and Ironton, Ohio. 
The Raceland plant was built at a cost of ap- 
proximately $825,000 and was owned by the Tri- 
State Fair and Racing Association, Inc., of which 
Mr. Keene was general manager, until it was 
taken over, under foreclosure of mortgage, by a 
company of which C. B. Shaffer, of Chicago, 
master of Coldstream Stud, Lexington, and the 
late Elmer E. Smathers, of New York, were the 
principal owners. Since that time, about six 
years ago, the plant has been idle. A number of 
the stables are without roof, but other buildings, 
including the grandstand, are in good repair, and 
the track is in good shape. 

Mr. Keene’s option, which is at a sum far less 
than the original cost of the property, is good 
until April 1, 1934. He intends to go this week 
to Ashland, Ironton and other points in the tri- 
state section (Kentucky, Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia) to make a canvass of sentiment regarding 
revival of racing and to make an inspection of 
the plant to ascertain approximate expenditure 
for rehabilitation. 

“At the time when the Tri-State Fair and 
Racing Association operated Raceland,” said Mr. 
Keene to THE BLOOD-HORSE, “the Kentucky state 
license tax on all plants was $2,500 per day. Now 
it is $500 per day for Lexington, Dade Park and 
Raceland. Then the minimum added money for 
purses was $800. Now it is much less. Such re- 
ductions would have amounted to the difference 
between failure and success for Raceland, had 
they then been possible. If I find that the senti- 
ment in the tri-state section is for a revival of 
racing; if financial and industrial conditions will 
justify, I may undertake to create a company to 
buy and operate Raceland under the option I now 
hold. If I find conditions to be against it, I will, 
of course, not undertake to exercise the option.” 

On Tuesday of this week, Mr. Keene informed 
THE BLOOD-HORSE that he had spent a couple of 
days at Ashland, Ironton and Raceland; that he 
had found conditions much improved in that sec- 
tion; that the people are eager for revival of 
racing; that he had made an inspection of tthe 
racing plant, and that he had found it in sur- 
prisingly good shape. “I am very much encour- 
aged,” said he, “and will now undertake to raise 
the money to exercise the option.” 


DADE PARK TO PAY. 

The Kentucky Court of Appeals at Frankfort 
on December 15 affirmed the decision of the 
Franklin Circuit Court against the Dade Park 
Jockey Club in the matter of settlement of a 
judgment obtained in 1926 for $93,000, which in- 
cluded $77,550 for daily license tax and the 20 
per cent penalty for failure to pay when due. The 
Jockey Club had made a payment of $29,000 prior 
to July, 1931, when James W. Cammack, then 
attorney general, took steps to force payment 
of the balance. He instituted a raid on funds at 
Dade Park and secured appréximately $75,000. 
James C. Ellis, president of the Dade Park 
Jockey Club, stated that this money was his 
own and that it constituted a bankroll which he 
had loaned for the operation of the pari-mutuel 
system of betting. Mr. Ellis gave bond for the 
return of the money and the club then resisted 
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payment of the state’s claim. After several hear- 
ings in the Frankfort Circuit Court an order was 
entered that the state was entitled to collect in 
full. An appeal was taken and while this appeal 
was pending the claim was paid down to $32,000, 
which sum the Court of Appeals now orders to 
be paid to the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 
KENTUCKY DERBY. 

The Kentucky Derby has, since 1922, had 
$50,000 added. Some of the stockholders in the 
American Turf Association have expressed the 
view that the added money for the 1934 event 
should be cut to $25,000. Col. M. J. Winn, presi- 
dent of the A. T. A., asked for his views, said 
last week that he is leaving the matter to the 
stockholders. At Chicago on Monday of this 
week Colonel Winn was quoted as having said on 
the subject: “It is too early to discuss that.” 


NEWSPAPER MEN NEXT YEAR. 

For several years it has been the custom of 
Kentucky’s governor to invite celebrities as his 
guests at Churchill Downs for the running of the 
Kentucky Derby. Gov. Ruby Laffoon has an- 
nounced that he will invite prominent newspaper 
men from various parts of the country to tour 
the state next Derby week and wind up their 
visit with a view of the race for the Derby. The 
Louisville Board of Trade will provide funds for 
expenses and the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road will furnish transportation. 

Apropos of the foregoing, The Lowisville Times 
comments: “And of course, if Governor Laffoon 
should, in addition, give every outstanding 
American journalist a five-cent cigar the Ameri- 
can press would write lauditorily, ululatorily, 
about Kentucky for at least two years, and all on 
the front page.” 


INVITING PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


Under the caption “President at the Derby,” 
this appeared in Frank M. Blunk’s sports column 
of The Herald-Post (Louisville), December 18: 


Following on the heels of the gesture made by Gov- 
ernor Laffoon to make the Kentucky Derby next spring 
the big sporting event of the season by inviting all the 
important newspapermen in the country to view the 
Derby and incidentally visit the many places of interest 
in the state, plans were launched to have President 
Roosevelt attend the Derby in conjunction with his 
proposed visit to Kentucky to dedicate the Pioneer 
Memorial Park at Harrodsburg, Ky. Dates are being 
worked out so that President Roosevelt can dedicate the 
memorial and view the Derby on successive days. 

Of course, if President Roosevelt should decide to at- 
tend the Derby he would only fulfill an often expressed 
desire to view the historic race. That he is an ardent 
sports enthusiast all his friends know-and is especially 
fond of horse racing. Postmaster General James Farley 
attended the Derby last year and no doubt will be right 
back again this year, naturally in the court of the 
President. Prominent persons from all over the world 
have for years made the Kentucky Derby their Mecca. 
Three years ago (1930), Lord Derby, for whose ances- 
tors the race was named, came from England to see 
Gallant Fox win as the guest of Col. Matt Winn. 


TO FLORIDA. 

Manager C. Barry Shannon, accompanied by 
Mrs. Shannon and their two children, departed 
from Idle Hour Farm Wednesday of this week 
for Palm Beach, Fla., to remain through the 
winter. 


GREATLY DECREASED DISTRIBUTION. 
According to figures compiled in the office of 
the Daily Racing Form (Chicago), the total dis- 
tribution in stakes and purses at Kentucky race 
meetings in 1933 was only $647,035. This is 
$136,055 less than the distribution at the same 
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four tracks (Latonia, Churchill Downs, Dade Park 
and Lexington) in 1932. It is the smallest distri- 
bution in Kentucky since 1915. There were only 
five meetings at the four tracks this year. La- 
tonia, during the 50 days of two meetings, dis- 
tributed $332,750. At Churchill Downs the distri- 
bution for 19 days was $168,085, of which $58,925 
was to the first four horses in the Kentucky 
Derby. At Dade Park a total of $101,600 was 
paid to the horsemen in 25 racing days and at 
Lexington during 13 days the distribution was 
$44,600. 

HOOEY. 

Some of the owners of racing stables appear 
to have been considerably worked up over the 
re-publication of the following paragraph from 
The Merry-Go-Round, a Washington weekly: 

The “unsung heroes of the Turf, the hard-riding, 
hard-working exercise boys,"’ want a new deal in their 
business. They are demanding a $1,800 a year minimum 
in the horse racing and breeding code pending the 
AAA. At present | their pay ranges from $30 to $50 a 
month and “keep.” 

In so far as THE BLOOD-HORSE is aware and as 
its better judgment dictates, this comes properly 
under the head of “hooey.” It does not stand to 
reason that a minimum of $1,800 a year could 
possibly be paid boys for exercising race horses. 
If there is pending before the AAA a “horse rac- 
ing and breeding code,” THE BLOOD-HORSE has 
not heard of it. 


ANNUAL VISIT. 

Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, noted English 
trainer, whose stables are patronized by several 
American owners, including William Woodward, 
Chairman of The Jockey Club, New York, is 
making his annual visit to the United States and 
is shortly expected in Kentucky to see the horses 
at the establishments of C. V. Whitney, Joseph 
E. Widener, Mrs. Payne Whitney, A. B. Hancock 
and others. 


FEWER HORSES AT TRACK. 

There are fewer horses wintering at the Ken- 
tucky Association track, Lexington, than in 
several years. Reasons: Winter racing has be- 
come more attractive, stall rent is still $4 a 
month, and a number of private training plants 
have been completed within recent years on 
several of the larger farms in the vicinity of 
Lexington. 


COLDSTREAM STUD STABLE. 

As the time draws near for them to become of 
racing age, the first crop of foals by *Bull Dog 
(brother to *Sir Gallahad III), standing at C. B. 
Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud, Lexington, are at- 
tracting more and more favorable comment from 
horsemen who have seen them in action. Ten of 
them are included among the 17 2-year-olds now 
being prepared at Coldstream, under the direc- 
tion of Manager John Baird, for racing in 1934. 
All but ‘two of the 17 yearlings at Coldstream 
have been named, the complete list being as 
follows: 

St. Bernard, b c. by *Bull Dog—*Eager Cissy, by Cicero. 
bs Dog, b ¢, by *Bull Dog—Fairy Eyes, by *Pot au

STOCK VALUE IS REDUCED. 


T a special meeting of the stockholders of 

the American Turf Association, held in Chi- 
cago December 18, it was voted that the par 
value of shares be reduced from $25 to $12.50 a 
share, making the capitalization of the company 
$7,500,000, instead of $15,000,000. 

It is understood that the directors, after the 
stockholders’ meeting, discussed plans for opera- 
tion of the plants owned by the A. T. A. in 1934, 
but no information thereabout was given to the 
press. The expectation, however, appears to be 
that the Illinois plants (Washington Park and 
Lincoln Fields) will be managed independently 
of the Kentucky plants (Latonia, Louisville and 
Lexington), and that the personnel of the staffs 
of the tracks in the two states will be reduced 
and considerably changed before the next racing 
season opens. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders will 
not be held until April, so it was necessary, in 
order to have the things that were done Monday 
accomplished before January 1, to hold a special 
meeting. 
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CALIFORNIA 


ANOTHER BONER. 


HE Western Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Asso- 

ciation fell down last week in an attempt to 
force the California Horse Racing Board to dis- 
continue use of the receiving barn at Tanforan, 
and now stands in the light as a group wanting 
to violate the law of the land and rules of racing 
by use of drugs for purpose of stimulating their 
horses. On Monday, December 11, through their 
attorney, Frank M. Carr, of Oakland, a former 
State Senator, the group sent to the California 
Horse Racing Board and to Tanforan Company, 
Limited, the following letter, which, it was 
stated, had the approval of 159 horsemen: 


The Western Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, 
composed of members now racing at Tanforan, at a 
meeting held in San Bruno, Calif., on Sunday evening, 
December 10, 1933, by unanimous vote of the members 
assembled disapproved of Sunday racing at Tanfcran 
under permit of the California Horse Racing Board 
and condemned the same as a violation both of the 
spirit and letter of the racing law recently adopted by 
the people of the State of California. 

The association, by unanimous vote, voiced its ob- 
jection to the receiving barn, now conducted at Tan- 
foran, on the ground that said receiving barn is un- 
necessary, unreasonable and a reflection upon the in- 
tegrity of the owners and trainers of horses racing at 
Tanforan. Experience with the receiving barn during 
the present meeting has demonstrated, in the opinion 
of the horsemen, that it fulfills no legitimate or useful 
purpose. A _ resolution demanding discontinuance of 
the receiving barn was unanimously passed by the 
members present. 

The attorney for the association was instructed by 
the board of directors to advise the California Horse 
Racing Board and the Tanforan Company, Ltd., that 
in the event the use of the receiving barn is not dis- 
continued by Wednesday, December 13, 1933, members 
of the association above mentioned would refuse as a 
protest against thte receiving barn to race their horses 
either on Friday or Saturday, December 15 and 16, of 
this year. 

The association feels that the failure upon the part 
of the Horse Racing Board to observe the provisions 
of the law requiring the use of pari-mutuel machines 
and a totalizator and the failure of the board to observe 
the law regarding Sunday racing has substantially in- 
jured horse racing in California. 


After the communication’s delivery to the rac- 
ing heads, the following statement to the press 
was made by Attorney Carr: 


Out of the hundreds of horses that have been taken 
to the receiving barn since, supposedly for the purpose 
of examination to guard against doping of horses, only 
46 horses have actually been inspected. 

It costs $100 a dav to operate that barn. Not one 
horse has been found to have been doped. In one case 
a horse that performed unusually in a race was taken 
back into the barn and kept there for an hour without 
being cooled off. It might have injured him _ per- 
manently. 

The horsemen of the association oppose Sunday rac- 
ing because they get nothing out of it, but bear the 
brunt of opinion against Sunday racing, which this 
association regards as a charity racket. 

Under the present hand compilation method used at 
the track the giving of odds on races is hampered and 
delayed. 

Upon receipt of information concerning the 
action of the horsemen and their demands, Chair- 
man Carlton Burke of the California Horse Rac- 
ing Board made the following statement: 

Regardless of any action condemning it, the receiving 
barn is in the rules and there to stay. Many of the 
owners and trainers, not to mention Tanforan patrons, 
have told us how satisfactory it has been. 

It has made for better racing. There has been none 
of that wildness seen at the start of races where the 
doping of horses was made possikje by the lack of a 
receiving barn or other measures taken to prevent fix- 
ing of races. 

President Henry P. Russell of Tanforan Com- 
pany, Limited, expressed the opinion that the 
action was that of ‘a few horsemen at Tanforan 
whom he would be pleased to call ‘Bolshevist 
gyps,’”’ and stated that there would be no devia- 


tion from regular procedure at the San Bruno 
plant during the remainder of the meeting. 


Cc. J. Fitz Gerald, director of racing and pre- 
siding steward, regarded the communication as 
the outgrowth of agitation instigated by C. B. 
Irwin and H. T. Palmer, to whom he referred as 
“stormy petrels of the Western Turf, who have 
tried to run things on the Coast for years,” and 
he commented that they would “fail dismally,” 
adding: “Decent horsemen all favor the receiving 
barn and it will be a fixture on all California 
tracks. I only let Irwin and Palmer come here 
on their promise not to agitate.” 


A round robin, expressing confidence in the 
Horse Racing Board, and the track management 
and favoring retention of the receiving barn was 
circulated at the track on Tuesday and received 
the signatures of a larger number of horsemen 
than had attended the meeting on Sunday eve- 
ning. This major group made the declaration 
that a small minority had stirred up trouble for 
no apparent reason; that purses were $200 higher 
at Tanforan than at New Orleans, and that most 
of the horsemen were not in favor of the pro- 
posal to strike and felt that it cast an unfavor- 
able reflection upon reputable turfmen. 


During Tuesday evening the group which had 
threatened to strike got together again and called 
off their proposal. 


In The San Francisco Chronicle, December 13, 
Oscar Otis, racing reporter, had the following 
to say: 


In backing down from their strike stand the dis- 
gruntled horsemen made it plain that their opposition 
to the receiving barn had not ended. A committee was 
appointed to carry on the fight, at this and other 
tracks, and some declared that they would boycott any 
track insisting upon the receiving barn. 

Inasmuch as the receiving barn will be used at every 
California track, it means that the protesting horsemen 
will not race in California again until they change their 
attitude. One close to the Racing Board states that 
this would be just dandy for the California tracks, 
which are certain to refuse stable room to a dissenting 
group of horsemen any way. 

The only way the horsemen could hamper the Tan- 
foran spring meeting would be to control a large 
enough percentage of the owners and trainers to make 
conduct of a meeting impossible by means of a boycott. 
So far, they do not control more than 20 per cent of 
the horses now racing here. 

After serving their surprise ultimatum to the Horse 
Racing Board, the race track men met with a deter- 
mined stand in favor of the receiving barn. Henry 
Potter Russell, president of Tanforan, Ltd.; Charles T. 
Boots, one of the directors; C. J. Fitz Gerald, presiding 
steward, and Ralph C. McArthur, track manager, met 
yesterday morning, decided to continue to use the 
barn. They were backed in their stand by Chairman 
Burke of the Racing Board and the “round robin" of 
the majority group of horsemen. 


That not all of the directors of the Western 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association were in 
favor of the action is evident from the following 
statement made by O. L. (Slim) Lee, trainer for 
the Pasadena Stable, who told reporters on De- 
cember 11: 

A majority of the owners and trainers are satisfied 
with the receiving barn and will not countenance any 
change. It has established public confidence in racing. 

The one conclusion left to be drawn by persons 
sitting on the side lines must be that the dis- 
senting horsemen want to hop their horses and 
are afraid to do it through the receiving barn. 

Norris Royden in his “Reflections” column in 
the Duily Running Horse (New York) December 
15, discussed the threatened strike at some 
length. In the course of the discussion he said: 

California has its Horse Racing Board and if the 
horsemen did not care for certain of the practices at 
Tanforan and were unable to obtain the cooperation 
of the association, they could have appealed to the 
ruling organization. The latter has shown itself deter- 
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mined to have nothing but the finest racing in Cali- 
fornia, therefore any requests of horsemen would have 
received just consideration. . . 

What if this [the receiving barn] does reflect on the 
integrity of owners and trainers now at Tanforan? A 
good many of them are only half-baked trainers in the 
first place and if they didn’t stimulate their steeds they 
could not win races. Tanforan, through use of the 
receiving barn, is trying to make them honest, and if 
they don't like it they can move their stables else- 
where. There are enough capable and upright trainers 
to take their places. 

The California Horse Racing Board has a com- 
plete file of the Tanforan disturbance and will 
review it at its next meeting to determine 
whether the rules of racing have been violated and 
whether action should be taken against the lead- 
ers in the agitation for conduct detrimental to 


the best interests of the Turf. 


On December 14 a second paper endorsing the 
Tanforan track management and the receiving 
barn was circulated and numerously signed at 
the race course. On the same date, however, the 
Western Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
issued another statement in the course of which 
it was said: 

We do not approve of the existence of this receiving 
barn or the manner in which our horses are handled 
there. It has caused additional expense to the asso- 
ciation and to the individual horse owner for labor and 
taking care of horses. 

In some instances, horses after running a strenuous 
race have been taken to the receiving barn, compelled 
to submit to tests where it has taken as long as 35 or 
40 minutes, during which time the horse does not re- 
ceive the care that a Thoroughbred should have im- 
mediately after a race. 

The members want to assure the race board and 
public that they are not opposed to any tests to deter- 
mine if stimulants have been administered to horses, 
provided these tests are taken at a time that will not 
endanger the horse’s health. 

Little attention appears to have been paid to 
the objection to racing on Sunday. THE BLOOD- 
HORSE understands that the Sunday racing was 
for charity, or at least that a portion of the 
proceeds were devoted to charitable uses. We 
are in tune with the thought that opposes racing 
on Sunday, whether it be for charity or other- 
wise. We have heretofore stated our position on 
this subject, so it is not necessary that we reiter- 
ate it. 


PRINCE PEST’S GOOD RACE 

Most valuable stakes event of the Tanforan 
meeting was the San Francisco Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 3-16 miles), run the 
closing day, December 16. So well had Racing 
Secretary John B. Campbell handicapped them 
that the odds against seven of the eight starters 
ranged between $3.70 (Boardwalker) and $8.20 
(Brains) to $1. The only actual longshot in the 
field was G. B. Towne’s *Boy Painter, handi- 
capped at 90 pounds, but carrying five pounds 
overweight. He was $26 to $1 in the mutuels. 
The Oak Tree Stable’s California-bred Bahamas 
(107) stepped out in front and made all the pace 
until near the sixteenth pole. Through the final 
furlong the son of Bon Homme was quitting so 
fast that he not only lost his two-length lead but 
dropped back until he was in third place, four 
lengths back of the winner, Mrs. J. M. Irwin’s 
Prince Pest (104), which got up just at the end 
to beat G. A. Marshall’s Boardwalker (112) a 
head. Prince Pest, ridden by J. Sullivan, had 
been kept well back in the field during the early 
running, though never far from the pacemaker. 
Fourth money went to the Pasadena Stable’s 
Onrush (3-y-0, 107). The others were Brains 
(100), Teralice (3-y-o, 115), Bonny Grafton 
(3-y-o, 108), *Boy Painter. Time, :24 2-5, :49 4-5,

Prince Pest has wo won “12 races, finished nine 
times second and 12 times third from his 81 
starts in four seasons. His total earnings are 
$14,390. His dam, Bother, won three seasons 
and was also second in the Mineola Stakes and 
third in the Troy Stakes. The next dam, Annoy- 
ance, produced three other winners and was half- 
sister to Puritan Girl, a winner and dam of nine. 
winners including Kalliopolis (Spring Juvenile 
Stakes). His fifth dam was the stakes winner 
Idler. 


DR. STRUB JOINS ROACH. 

From Los Angeles comes the information that 
Dr. Charles Strub, of San Francisco, and a num- 
ber of his associates in the northern city, have 
joined with Hai Roach and his associates in the 
Los Angeles Turf Club, and that plans for the 
erection of a magnificent race course at Los 
Angeles have been formulated. Dr. Strub ‘is 
president of the San Francisco Baseball Club 
and the moving spirit in the St. Francis Jockey 
Club at San Francisco, which failed to exercise 
its horse racing permit in that city because the 
intended cite was found to be unadaptable. There 
is to be no connection, however, between the St. 
Francis Jockey Club and the Los Angeles Turf 
Club except that certain individuals are members 
of both. It is understood that Dr. Strub is to be 
the managing head of the Los Angeles Turf Club 
and that he is to be assisted by Gwynne Wilson, 
for years graduate manager of the University of 
Southern California and assistant general man- 
ager of the 1932 Olympic Games at Los Angeles. 
Hal Roach has stated that a site has not been 
definitely selected but that an application will be 
made for a permit at the next meeting of the 
California Horse Racing Board. 


SECOND TRACK OPPOSED. 

At Redwood City, Calif., on December 12, the 
San Mateo County Board of Supervisors unani- 
mously adopted a resolution opposing the con- 
struction of a second horse race course in that 
county. Tanforan, at San Bruno, is in San Mateo 
County. The action was taken on receipt of re- 
ports that promoters residing in San Francisco 
were seeking a permit from the State Horse Rac- 
ing Board to build a plant in that county. 


TANFORAN CLOSES. 

The 40-day meeting at Tanforan closed last 
Saturday, December 16, with one of the best 
crowds and the largest mutuel turnover of the 
entire session. <A total of $117,899 passed 
through the machines on the closing day. 

According to figures given out by the manage- 
ment, the total amount handled during the meet- 
ing was $2,210,071, and the daily average wager- 
ing was $53,904. How the average was figured 
was not stated, but it was not reached by divid- 
ing 40 (the number of days) into the total 
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amount of money wagered. If worked out on 
that basis, the average would be $55,252. 

The State of California receives $88,402 in 
revenue, and the management sustains a loss of 


approximately $50,000. The promoters, not dis- 
couraged, are going ahead with plans for the 
spring meeting, which will open about April 1, 
and which will introduce the totalizator to Cali- 
fornia. Henry P. Russell, chairman of the Tan- 
foran advisory board, last Sunday quieted a 
rumor that California cfficials would be installed 
at the next meeting. He intimated there would 
be few changes, if any, in the official staff. 


DEATH OF TERRY O’MALLEY. 


J. J. (Terry) O'Malley, 53, Chicago, died in a 
San Francisco Hospital, San Francisco, Monday 
evening, December 11, the result of a heart at- 
tack. Some six or seven days previously he had 
suffered a mild attack, the first of his life, which 
had been served with good health, and remained 
in his room a couple of days. He thereafter ap- 
peared at the Tanforan track, as usual, and on 
Saturday he seemed to be entirely all right. 
Early Monday morning, however, he suffered a 
severe attack and entered the hospital, where, 
less than 12 hours afterward, he expired. Mr. 
O’Malley had been identified with racing since 
his boyhood and was highly regarded by all who 
knew him. He was a man of integrity and abil- 
ity and was genial and obliging. For many years 
he was with Kay Spence and they worked to- 
gether for Audley Farm, Mr. Spence as trainer 
and Mr. O’Malley as stable agent. When they 
left their Audley Farm employment, they went 
together to California. It was then that Mr. 
O’Malley joined the ranks of owners. He bought 
a few horses, including Queen Beth, and turned 
them over to George Glick to train. Interment 
was at Chicago, where Mr. O’Malley is survived 
by his mother, four sisters and two brothers. 


HARRY POLLOK SUICIDES. 

A neighbor on December 18 found the body of 
Harry M. Pollok, 61, lying in the driveway of the 
dead man’s home at San Diego, Calif. There was 
a hole through the head, a revolver near the right 
hand, and this brief note of explanation: ‘I’m 
beginning to get in my own way. I’m impeding 
traffic.” Police said a fracture of the right leg 
was sustained as the body fell. A _ native of 
Baltimore, Mr. Pollok had long been a figure in 
the realm of sports, as a writer for New York 
newspapers, as a promoter of six-day bicycle 
racing, as a manager of boxers and wrestlers, and 
as publicity director for Agua Caliente and 
Tijuana race tracks. He had been on the Pacific 
Coast about 11 years. Friends state that he be- 
came despondent last July when Mrs. Meta Rogers 
Pollok secured a divorce at Reno and a few days 
afterward married another. In poor health, he 
had also retired as Agua Caliente’s publicity 
director. 


CHARIOT RACES. 

Agua Caliente, over the line in Mexico, is 
beckoning American horsemen and American 
race-goers this week. The scheduled 75-day meet- 
ing opens Sunday, December 24, with a promise 
that purses will not be lower than $400, with 
the usual syndicate books and the accessory mu- 
tuels, where anything may happen. Harking 
back to “Lucky” Baldwin, the management has 
booked a chariot race for the opening day. Rac- 
ing “can stand a little showmanship,” says Man- 
ager Lou Anger. 


SLOAN AT SYLVAN LODGE. 

Tod Sloan is now at Sylvan Lodge, Hollywood, 
Calif., to which he was moved on December 9 
from the Los Angeles County General Hospital, 
where for two weeks he had been critically ill 
with cirrhosis of the liver. It was stated that the 
former famous jockey, now 59 years old, will 
receive special treatment at Sylvan Lodge, that 
his condition has improved and that he is display- 
ing his old time spirit and courage in an effort 
to get well. 


PROFITABLE HESITATION. 

Oscar Otis, in the San Francisco Chronicle, 
relates this: “Charles A. Hartwell, the laird of 
Santa Rita, mulled long and thoughtfully over 
the question of whether or not he should claim 
Guardrail from a recent race. He finally decided 
not to and soon thereafter the horse broke his 
back.” 


SMITH IS INVITED. 

Lou Smith, directing head of Rockingham Park 
and Houston’s Epsom Downs, has been invited by 
Los Angeles sportsmen to join them in a project 
to build a race course in California, according to 
a dispatch from Houston. 


TRANSPORTATION COST. 

Two special trains of express cars conveying 
horses to Agua Caliente left Tanforan Monday 
of this week. The express charge was $266 a car. 


LOUISIANA 


JEFFERSON PARK. 


UNDAY racing began last Sunday at Jefferson 

Park, in the name of charity, and will be 
continued to the close of the meeting. Approxi- 
mately 5,000 persons were in the crowd which 
turned out for the first of the charity programs. 
As on week-days, the minimum purses were $300 
each, but three “features’’ were booked last 
Sunday, two at $500 and one at $600. 


DODIODO ABSOLVED. 

After Dodiodo had caused quite a rumpus at 
the starting post in a race at Jefferson Park 
December 11, stewards ordered a saliva test of 
the horse to determine whether he had been 
stimulated unlawfully. In the language of the 
stewards, T. C. Bradley, John T. Ireland and J. 
G. Reeder: “Dr. Hamlet Moore reported the 
saliva test, made on Dodiodo on December 11, 
did not respond to narcotics, consequently the 
horse was not stimulated prior to his race on 
that day.” 


WASHINGTON 


LONGACRES DAMAGED. 


AST week there was a flood in the White 

River valley, south of Seattle, Wash. It 
swept over the Longacres track to a depth of 
eight to 10 feet. The waters had not receded suf- 
ficiently by the week-end to determine fully the 
damage, but workers, surveying the plant in 
motor boats, said the track had been washed 
away in several places, that a fence which cost 
$5,000 had been destroyed and that the judges’ 
stand had floated away. The grandstand and 
clubhouse were built on concrete foundations and 
they seem to have been undisturbed, though part- 
ly flooded. The stables appear not to have been 
damaged to any great extent. 
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TEXAS 


HOUSTON. 


URTHER reports of success came last week 

from Houston, where the Texas Breeders and 
Racing Association is holding its inaugural meet- 
ing of 27 days (28, including the charity day, 
January 1). On Wednesday, December 13, the 
amount which passed through the pari-mutuels 
was $116,602, the second highest “handle” at the 
new track, exceeding even the turnover on 
Thanksgiving Day and that of the first Saturday. 
The record, $180,927, had been made the previous 
Saturday, December 9. This figure was eclipsed 
last Saturday, December 16, when the machines 
took in $186,252 as wagers on seven races. 
(There were eight races December 9.) 

Monday of this week weather conditions were 
unpleasant and the track was bad for the first 
time of the meeting, but approximately 5,000 
were present. 

No stakes event was scheduled last week, but 
the feature race of last Saturday, the Texas Han- 
dicap, a $1,200 purse, was won by Madwind, 
under the colors of Mrs. A. A. Baroni. The regu- 
larly scheduled meeting ends December 30, and 
a seven-race charity program, for which the asso- 
ciation will donate the purses, will be held 
Monday, January 1. 


HORSEMEN IN RUMPUS. 

At Houston on December 14, Lawrence D. 
Jones, field secretary for the Thoroughbred 
Horse Owners and Trainers Association, which 
has headquarters at Chicago, announced that di- 
rectors of that organization had rejected the ap- 
plications of C. B. Irwin and H. T. Palmer, who 
were among 144 owners and trainers at Tanforan 
who had signed applications for membership dur- 
ing Secretary Jones’ visit to California. The sec- 
retary further stated that he had been instructed 
to return to Messrs. Irwin and Palmer the fees 
they had paid. He announced that the directors 
voting were Edward Haughton, L. O. Lee, A. A. 
Baroni, H. M. Woolf, R. J. Nash, O. L. Foster and 
Anthony Pelleteri. Secretary Jones did not give 
out for publication the reason for the rejection 
of these two applications while those of 142 
others were accepted, but at Tanforan on that 
day Director L. O. Lee stated, according to Oscar 
Otis of the San Francisco Chronicle, that the 
opinion of the board of directors was that the 
owners instrumental in the strike plans at Tan- 
foran had intentionally and maliciously designed 
them to undermine good will and effectiveness of 
the organization, to further personal aims and 
that their conduct was generally detrimental to 
the best interests of racing. 

On December 15, after having read Secretary 
Jones’ statement at Tanforan, C. B. Irwin, who 
is president of the Western Thoroughbred Horse- 
men’s Association, to which also belong many, 
if not all, of the 142 accepted applicants for 
membership in the Thoroughbred Horse Owners 
and Trainers Association, sent the following tele- 
gram to H. D. Monroe, racing secretary at Hous- 
ton, with the request that it be posted for public 
view at Epsom Downs: 

As a personal friend and a friend of racing, will you 
kindly place this telegram on your board for the horse- 
men’s information in reply to L. D. Jones’s telegram 
regarding Mr. Palmer and myself and brother horse- 
men. It was generally understood that Jones came to 
Tanforan to organize horsemen and trainers to join the 
National Horsemen and Trainers Association of Chicago. 
At a meeting called by Jones it was brought up that 
horsemen at Tanforan would like to be a western or- 
ganization and after Jones promising that if they would 


organize and join first he would call another meeting 
at which time they could vote and organize and name 
their own committee if so desired and.could be an 
auxiliary to the Chicago organization. 

After collecting the membership fees another meeting 
was called which Jones failed to attend and although 
a committee of horsemen called upon him and requested 
a return of their membership fees, same were not re- 
funded before Jones's departure. 


SALE AT HOUSTON, 


The Blue Grass Sales Company, of which C. W. 
McFerran, Louisville, and H. A. Cobb, Lexington, 
are the principals, took several carloads of Thor- 
oughbreds from Lexington to Houston and last 
Sunday afternoon, December 17, put them up 
for auction at the Houston Riding Academy. 
Most of the shipment sold for prices under $100. 
With the exception of three head added to the 
sale by Dr. H. E. Wilson, the entire group con- 
sisted of horses shipped from Kentucky. Fifty- 
six head were sold for $6,230, average $111.25.

GALVESTON TRACK PLANNED. 


The Hollywood Jockey Club, Samuel Maceo, 
Rose Maceo and F. J. Fortitta incorporators, has 
been granted a charter by the State of Texas. 
Announcement has been made of intention to 
build a mile track at Galveston. 


CLAIMS 


HE air is still thick with halters at Houston. 

Thirty-eight claims were made in 14 days. 
T. R. Jones made two claims Friday Decem- 
ber 8, Moane Keala for $1,250 in the first race, 
and Sandwrack for $2,000 in the fourth. In the 
first race that day E. Drillon took back the 
plater Golden Sun, which he formerly owned, for 
$1,250. In the third race of Saturday, December 
9, J. Grogan and J. D. Mikel both wanted Liqueur 
for $1,000; Liqueur won the race and Grogan won 
the draw. In the seventh race the same day was 
Pharahead, entered for $1,500, the price at which 
he had been claimed less than a week earlier by 
Edward Haughton; the St. Louis Stable took him. 
The following Thursday, December 14, Liqueur 
performed for his new owners with a price of 
$1,000 placed on him, and there were five claims, 
Mrs. T. Hunt making the lucky draw. The same 
day A. J. Halliwell took Happy Fellow and Pan 
Toy and H. C. Rumage re-claimed Winifred Ann; 
the price was $1,000 in each case. Excitation, 
winner of the second race at Houston December 
15 under the colors of Col. Phil T. Chinn, seemed 
enough of a bargain to induce A. J. Halliwell and 
J. D. Mikel to put $1,250 each into the claiming 
box, and Halliwell won the draw. At Jefferson 
Park Friday, December 8, N. Guanari claimed 
Quiet Chat from the fourth race for $1,200. Mrs. 
A. M. Creech obtained the former stakes winner 
Grattan out of the fourth race at Tanforan 
December 8, paying $1,500. T. Donley secured 
Skipera out of a claiming event the same day. 
The Lone Trail Stable, racing at Tanforan, 
bought Daily News one morning, started him 
that afternoon, saw him claimed for $1,200 by 
Mrs. T. Lundéy and L. Ryan. The Branncastle 


Stable’s Fair Crest, entered for $600 in the sixth 
race at Charles Town December 8, was taken 
by M. Krock. Four claims were made at Houston 
last Saturday, December 16. H. R. Bressler took 
Carlaro out of the second event for $2,500. In 
the next race J. D. Mikel put up $1,500 for 
Gaillardia. In the fifth W. Graham posted $2,000 
for Coequel, the beaten favorite. Suneur, which 
won the seventh race, was taken by T. H. Lynch 
for $1,000. Black Stockings, winner of the sixth 
race at Houston December 15 under the colors 
of West and Buck, was claimed by J. A. Nix for 
$1,000. Fabulous, owned by B. L. Meyers, won 
the second race at Jefferson Park December 18 
and was led away by A. G. Tarn for $1,500. 


LEGISLATION 


COLORADO. 

HE Colorado Legislature is now having its 

second extraordinary session at Denver for 
the purpose of adopting measures to produce 
funds for relief of unemployment and to plan 
work for the unemployed. Among the bills in- 
troduced is one, which made its appearance in 
the lower branch of the assembly on December 
13, to legalize pari-mutuel pooling on horse races. 
NEW YORK. 

It has been definitely announced that The 
Jockey Club is to be behind a bill to permit cash 
betting at the race courses in New York and 
that the bill will be introduced early in the session 
of the Legislature, which is to convene at Albany 
January 1. William Woodward, chairman of The 
Jockey Club, has stated the need of some legis- 
lative relief if the sport of racing is to be con- 
ducted in New York State on the standards set 
in the past. He feels that Americans are favor- 
able to the relaxation of all bonds against per- 
sonal liberty, and is of the opinion that a bill, 
such as was passed by the lower branch last 
winter by a vote of 117 to 17, only to die in the 
Senate Finance Committee because one man 
was able to there withhold it, will at the coming 
session receive the expression of both branches, 
which, it appears to be generally believed, will 
be favorable. Speaking for himself, Mr. Wood- 
ward expressed a willingness to abide by the 
will of the people. He believes that such a sport 
as Thoroughbred racing is necessary as a safety- 
valve for pent-up emotion. In a smaller way, he 
inferred, the racing proposition of today stands 
in the broad light as did prohibition before repeal. 
Governor Lehmann, it was announced from 
Albany December 18, is expected to include in 
his message to the Legislature a recommendation 
that cash betting be legalized. 


VIRGINIA. 

A meeting of the Virginia Horse Breeders 
Association is to be held at Warrenton during 
this week in response to a call by President 
Charles Herring to “discuss the advisability of 
making efforts to get a bill through the Legis- 
lature legalizing betting.” It is stated that 
Wilbur Hall, of Leesburg, a member of the 
Legislature, has offered to sponsor a bill per- 
mitting pari-mutuels at horse race tracks. 


HAWATL. 

A bill, which had unanimously passed the 
senate, designed to permit pari-mutuel pooling on 
horse races in Hawaii, was defeated December 13 
in the lower house of the legislature in session 
at Honolulu. 
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FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK. 


IRECTORS of the Gables Racing Association, 

Inc., owning and operating Tropical Park, 
Miami, met at luncheon at the Miami Biltmore 
Country Club Monday, December 11. The lunch- 
eon was preceded by a business session at which 
William V. Dwyer, New York, principal stock- 
holder, was made a director, as were also Frank 
Schuyler and James Donn, Miamians. Frank J. 
Bruen had resigned as president and general 
manager. His resignation was accepted, but it 
was decided to defer election of his successor 
until a later date. Norman Graves is vice-presi- 
dent, Dan Chappell is secretary, and Frank 
Schuyler is secretary and treasurer. In addition 
to those named, directors are Lon Worth Crow, 
Edward N. Belcher, John Norman, George Lang- 
ford, S. M. Tatum, Bruce Howard and Angus 
Mueller. Chairman B. F. Paty and Secretary 
Walter Donovan of the State Racing Commis- 
sion were among those present as guests at the 
luncheon. It was announced that Dan Chappell 
will serve in the capacity of business manager 
during the forthcoming race meeting, which is 
to open Saturday, December 30. Mr. Dwyer 
stated during the luncheon that the purpose at 
Tropical Park is to give its patrons the best 
racing possible and he expressed the belief that 
the early opening each year of the racing season 
will have the effect of attracting more tourists 
to Florida each winter. 


RACING COMMISSION MEETS. 


The Florida State Racing Commission held a 
meeting at West Palm Beach December 12, at 
which, according to a dispatch sent the following 
day to the Miami Daily News, “tentative plans 
were made for formation of a national association 
of racing commission members.” The dispatch 
further states that “officials from other states 
with legalized racing will be asked to attend an 
organization meeting in Miami on January 23.” 
The Florida Commission has adopted a policy 
under which persons residing in all parts of the 
state may be approved for employment at horse 
and dog racing tracks, rather than merely those 
residing in the localities of the tracks. It is 
intended that as many Floridians as possible shall 
be employed. 

Representative S. P. (Pete) Robineau appeared 
before the Commission to plead for reinstatement 
of the quinella at dog and horse tracks. The 
matter was taken under advisement for a day 
and the plea was then refused. 


TAMPA. 


Hal Thompson, president of the Tampa Turf 
and Field Club, announced on December 16 that 
a horse race meeting of 35 days will be given at 
Tampa Shores, the hitherto unprofitable track on 
the line between Hillsborough and Pinellas Coun- 
ties, to open on February 15. This plant, for- 
merly known as Tampa Downs, embraces 350 
acres. It was, until recently, owned by R. E. 
Olds, of Lansing, Mich., and was, according to 
Mr. Thompson, purchased from him by the pres- 
ent organization. Mr. Thompson stated that a 


number of improvements are to be made and 
that workmen have already been put to their 
tasks. Joseph M. Smoot, who opened Hialeah 
Park at Miami, but failed in his effort to build 
a track at Los Angeles, is announced to be 
manager of the race meeting. J. A. Waterman, 


Frank M. Traynor, P. T. Strieder, J. F. Taylor, 
William H. Jackson and Dr. George L. Cook, all 
of Tampa, are other directors. 


STABLES FILLING. 


Track Superintendent George Read stated on 
Saturday last that 250 horses were then in 
quarters at Tropical Park and that reservations 
for practically every stall on the grounds had 
been made for the meeting which is to open 
December 30. Many horses have also arrived at 
Hialeah Park and, of course, numbers of these 
will participate in the racing at Tropical Park. 


TROPICAL PARK BOOK. 


The condition book for the first seven days of 
racing at Tropical Park was issued at Miami last 
week. The copy was prepared by Racing Secre- 
tary John B. Campbell at Tanforan and the print- 
ing was done at Miami. The Inaugural Handi- 
cap, to be run December 30, is for all ages at 51% 
furlongs. The New Year’s Handicap, for 3-year- 
olds and upward, is at one mile. On January 4, 
the Ponce de Leon Handicap, for 3-year-olds, will 
be run at six furlongs. The next day, the Flagler 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds and upward will 
be the feature at 1 1-16 miles. The Biscayne Han- 
dicap, for 3-year-olds and upward, six furlongs, 
will be the feature January 6. The daily distribu- 
tion will approximate $4,000. 


DWYER IS SUED. : 

Through Carr & Carr, Miami attorneys, two 
suits, each praying damages of $25,000, were 
filed December 11 in the circuit court at Miami 
against William V. Dwyer, chief stockholder in 
the Gables Racing Association, Inc. The plain- 
tiffs are Charles A. Mullaney and Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Moran, who reside on Cherokee Road, 
Miami Springs. It appears that there was a row 
when the plaintiffs visited Mr. Dwyer at Tropical 
Park December 8 with a request that certain 
outstanding obligations be paid. Mullaney alleges 
that Dwyer assaulted him and Mr. and Mrs. 
Moran allege that Dwyer was abusive to Mrs. 
Moran, used profane language in her presence 
and was guilty of slander. 


YOUNGSTERS AT HIALEAH. 

Racing Secretary Joseph McLennan has an- 
nounced that there will be one race for 2-year- 
olds on every afternoon of the 45-day meeting 
beginning January 25 at Hialeah Park. He 
further makes the announcement that these races 
will be straightaway at a distance of three fur- 
longs, instead of two furlongs, as formerly. The 
Nursery Stakes No. 1, for 2-year-old colts and 
geldings, is to be decided February 24. The 
Nursery Stakes No. 2 for fillies will be run 
March 10 and the Juvenile Championship Stakes 
for colts, geldings and fillies, will be decided on 
the closing day, March 17. 


TRAINING AT COLUMBIA. 

From Columbia, S. C., comes information that 
from the establishment of Buxton Brothers, who 
conduct a winter training colony at the old Fair 
Grounds, 50 horses are soon to be shipped to 
Hialeah Park. Twenty of these will be from the 
Brookmeade Stable string of Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane in charge of Trainer R. A. (Bob) Smith. 
Trainer Frank Hackett will pick a string of Mrs. 
John D. Hertz’s horses and George Odom will 
send a representative string of horses belonging 
to several of his patrons, including Marshall 
Field.

While the Houston stew- 
ards are making an investigation, the nature of 
which they declined to state, F. Halbert is not 
permitted to accept mounts. . . Joe Buttach had 
an operation for appendicitis in a Houston hos- 
pital... E. T. Moore was suspended 10 days by 
Houston stewards for foul riding on Tamerlane 
near the finish of the sixth race at Houston De- 
cember 11. . . H. Dabson, who had been riding at 
Charles Town, decided to leave off work and take 
a vacation until the opening of the Miami season. 
... Three stray dogs ran out on the track at Jef- 
ferson Park on the morning of December 11. A 
galloping yearling was frightened at the sight of 
the dogs and swerved sharply, bumping into the 
filly Priscilla Lee, which J. Mazoue was working.

Eddie Watters, who was badly 
hurt a few years ago in an encounter with the 
Australian starting barrier at Belmont Park, was 
thrown from War Saint in the third race at 
Charles Town December 15 and shaken up so 
badly that he cancelled his mounts for the re- 
mainder of the afternoon. . . Elbert Willhite, who 
was injured in a fall at Jefferson Park, recovered 
and moved to Houston with G. H. Foster. . . 
George Brennan, who had not ridden in races for 
five years, is attempting a come-back at New Or- 
leans. . .

BYRD’S SON. 

Old Rosebud last week (page 572) commented 
on a yearling colt by Witchmount or Byrd out 
of Henrietta Wildair’s dam, Damoris, by *Sain, 
in the string which Matt Brady is training at 
Belmont Park for Mrs. James Austin, and indi- 
cated that the colt was “very probably” by 
Witchmount. John H. Morris, who bred the colt 
at his Bosque Bonita in Woodford County, thinks 
the youngster is unquestionably by Byrd. Da- 
moris, he says, was bred to Witchmount once, 
on February 13, and to Byrd twice, on April 13 
and May 4. The foal arrived April 6, 1932, near- 
ly 14 months after the service to Witchmount 
and almost exactly 11 months after the second 
mating with Byrd. 

The colt, which has worked a quarter in 22 
seconds, appears to be one of the most promising 
of the good crop of foals which will give Byrd 
his first representation in racing next year. 


LORD DERBY CHANGES TRAINERS. 

Lord Derby, a leading figure on the English 
Turf for many years, last month changed train- 
ers, after having had the Hon. George Lambton 
in charge of his stable ever since 1908, with the 
exception of the years 1927 to 1930. Mr. Lamb- 
ton is now 73 years old, and Lord Derby ex- 
plained that he considered “the control of a 
large stable was putting too great a strain upon 
Mr. Lambton’s health. Mr. Lambton was under 
no such impression, immediately announced he 
would open a public stable. His successor is Col- 
ledge Leader, a member of a family of horsemen 
known in England for generations. 


MATE ON HIS WAY. 

A. C. Bostwick and his 5-year-old Mate sailed 
from New York on the Berengaria Saturday, 
December 16, bound for England and a try at 
the 1934 Ascot Gold Cup. Mrs. R. V. McKim’s 
*Cahirciveen, returning to England to compete 
in jumping events, was also on the boat. Mate 
will be in the stable of Ivor Anthony at Wrough- 
ton, Wiltshire, but it is understood that Mr. Bost- 
wick himself intends to supervise the training of 
the son of Prince Pal, as he has done in America 
the last two seasons. 


BARGELLO DEAD. 


The Racing Calendar reports the death of Bar- 
gello, 7-year-old stallion by Bunting—*Miniato, 
by Querido. Bargello, a stakes winner, was sent 
in 1932 to the Mexican ranch of his owner, C. V.

MEREWORTH STUD STALLIONS. 

An advertisement appearing in this issue of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE announces for the first time 
the fees of the stallions which will make the 
season of 1934 at the Mereworth Stud, Lexington. 
The fees of Display and *Swift and Sure remain 
at $500, as last year, and *Axenstein has been 
reduced from $200 to $100. 

Display’s first crop of foals came to the races 
this year and made a very favorable impression. 
In the earlier part of the season three of his 
colts, Distribute, Discovery and Exhibition, be- 
came winners. Since the first of July six of his 
fillies, Divert, Showcase, Disa, Playful Martha, 
Snow Play and This Play, have scored. Dis- 
covery, which appears the best of the nine win- 
ners, was sold at a high price late in the year 
to Alfred G. Vanderbilt, and holds a good chance 
to carry that young sportsman’s colors to victory 
in some of the important 3-year-old races of next 
year. 

*Swift and Sure’s record to date is a good one, 
but it probably would have been much better but 
for an attack of influenza which caught the good 
filly Swivel early last spring and so weakened 
her that during the entire season she was not 
able to race to the class she was known to 
possess. The get of *Swift and Sure have stamina 
along with their speed. His 3-year-old gelded 
son, Surety, out of the good mare *Cicuta, by 
*Nassovian, won eight races this year, none at 
less than a mile. 

*Axenstein, while he has not yet had the for- 
tune to get a top-class horse, has turned out many 
useful racers, and there is plenty of reason to 
believe he will get high-class stock. This year he 
has out 26 winners of 78 races. He represents 
some of the most successful stock now in Ger- 
many. The winner of this year’s German Derby 
was Alchimist, by Herold (son of Dark Ronald, 
*Axenstein’s sire) out of Aversion, sister to 
*Axenstein’s dam, Adresse, by Nuage. Arjaman, 
winner of this year’s German and Hungarian 
St. Legers, is by Herold out of Aditja, by Fervor, 
second dam Aversion. 

COLDSTREAM STALLIONS. 

In this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE is the an- 
nouncement of the Coldstream Stud stallions for 
the season of 1934, and Dr. John Baird, manager, 
informs us that *Bull Dog’s book has been full 
for some considerable time. 

The debut of the first crop of foals of this 
young sire (a high-class stakes winner as a 
3-year-old in France)—2-year-olds in 1934—will 
be watched with much interest, and shrewd 
horsemen predict a brilliant future for them. On 
another page we give a list of names for these 
coming 2-year-olds, and it will be seen that there 


are four colts. Trainers Alex Gordon and Max 
Hirsch are each to get two colts, and when asked 
to make their selections, both said that they 
would prefer to leave this to Dr. Baird, as all 
of the colts looked and acted good enough for 
anything. The colt from Pot au Sucre, although 
the smallest of the four, is a real picture horse, 
and commanded high admiration from J. E. 
Widener, Silas B. Mason and John H. Morris, 
who inspected them recently. 

Below is a list of 23 Coldstream mares to be 
bred to *Bull Dog in 1934, and mares from J. E. 
Widener, Silas B. Mason, W. L. Ingram, Harry 
Burgoyne, Jack Howard and others complete the 
list of 32 mares, to which the horse is restricted. 
In 1933 *Bull Dog was bred to 31 mares, 19 
home-owned and 12 visitors, and from this num- 
ber, 15 home mares and all the 12 visitors are 
reported to be safe in foal. 

Attention is drawn to *Lord Swift, a young 
Hurry On sire, described by Dr. Baird as being 
the only typical son of Hurry On in America. 
Hurry On requires no comment as a sire of race 
horses and producers. Three of his sons won 
the English Derby, and two of his sons have 
produced Derby winners in Europe. *Lord Swift 
never got to the races, on account of a fractured 
sesamoid, and in this chestnut son of Hurry On 
American breeders have an opportunity to com- 
bine a successful English line with their Ameri- 
can mares. *Lord Swift was bred to 10 home 
mares in 1933, and from this number nine are in 
foal.

she out of Stolen Kiss by Best Man, a member 
of the No. 3 family, is to make his first season in 
the stud in 1934. The intention is to give him 
some 15 or 20 mares, several of which will be of 
the Shoshone Stud. Persons desiring seasons can 
communicate with Mr. Fontaine at Shoshone 
Stud. Osculator in his three seasons on the Turf 
won 10 races from 52 starts and earned $97,460. 
In 1931 he won the National Stallion Stakes, 
Great American Stakes and Spalding Lowe Jen- 
kins Handicap, was second in the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes to Lucky Tom, in the United States 
Hotel Stakes to Morfair, and third in the Hudson 
Stakes to Macalou and Universe. Osculator did 
not win a stakes or handicap in 1932, but was 
second in the Latonia Derby to Stepenfetchit, in 
the Withers Stakes to Boatswain, in the Ameri- 
can Derby to Gusto and in the Belmont Stakes 
to Faireno.

RATING THE 2-YEAR-OLDS 


HE December number of The Racing Calen- 

dar, official organ of The Jockey Club, con- 
tains an innovation, a rating of 92 of the best 
2-year-olds of the season by Walter Spencer Vos- 
burgh, dean of American handicappers. Because 
of Mr. Vosburgh’s position as handicapper for 
New York tracks, his long years of experience 
and his thoroughly demonstrated ability, his “ex- 
perimental handicap” will hold more prestige 
than similar compilations, though there may be 
disagreement from different quarters. 

Selection of First Minstrel, which at no time 
during the season appeared a stand-out, for top 
place on the list is an indication of the difficulty 
which must have been experienced in grading 
this year’s youngsters. If her sex allowance of 
three pounds is taken into account, Dixiana’s 
Peter Hastings filly, Mata Hari, is given a tie 
for second place, even with the Brookmeade Sta- 
ble’s Cavalcade. Some other handicappers, in- 
cluding the veteran Frank J. Bryan, rate Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Bazaar above Far Star, but Mr. 
Vosburgh makes the Bradley miss the second filly 
on the list, two pounds below Mata Hari. Both 
Mr. Bryan and Joseph McLennan, it is under- 
stood, rate Singing Wood at the top of their 
handicaps. 

The six colts at the top of the Vosburgh han- 
dicap are all by foreign-bred sires. First Min- 
strel and Singing Wood are both by *Royal 
Minstrel, High Quest is by *Sir Gallahad III, and 
Cavalcade, Spy Hill and *Soon Over were im- 


ported, Cavalcade and Spy Hill in utero. The 
complete list follows:
